Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument are based on a lack of 
reasonable expectation of success in isolating a compound that selectively induces the mitochodrial permeability transition in proliferating 
cells as compared to non-proliferating cells; However the instant claims do not require the isolation of such a compound. In other words, the 
instantly claimed screening method (contacting a cell, determining whether the compound binds adenine nucleotide translocator and 
determining whether the compound selectively induces the mitochondrial permeability transition in proliferating cells as compared to non- 
proliferating cells) can be practiced with any compound, that is the determination steps do not require that the compound has the desired 
activity. 
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
